GREAT BEEF MERGER 


Baring Brothers of London to Aid 


Him In Floating the Stock of 


the Company.

London, will float the beef merger and 
underwrite the necessary $100,000,000 
of bonds. The deal Is .to be launched 
In January. The packers gave their 
consent to this arrangement and 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co., who delayed action 
In the matter until thejbeel magnates 
lost all patience, "wllf'be' "thrown 
overboard."

It Would Hasten the Appointing of A 


Tariff Commission to Remedy 


Evils. 


At the present time when BO much 


has ben said upon the subject of a 
tariff revision committee to he chos- 
en by the president to go over the 
present tariff regulations and 
and suggest what changes would bo 
moat beneficial to the country at largo 
the following bill presented to the 
house of representatives December 2, 
1901. by Congressman Fowler of New 
Jersey will be of Interest to many 
students of this subject and others: 


The BUI 
Be It enacted by the senate and 


house of representatives of the Unit- 
ed States of America in congress as- 
sembled. That there shall, and is here- 
by, created a commission of five mem- 
bers who shall bo appointed by the 
president of the United States, with 
the ndvice and consent of the senate; 
that the term of office shall be for 
the period of twenty years, at an an- 
nual salary of seven thousand five 
hundred dollars, payable monthly, ex- 
cept that the presiding commission- 
er shall receive eight thousand dol- 
lars per annum; that said commis- 
sioners shall be removed only 
by 


and with the consent of the senate, 
for cause stated in writing, and the 
terms for the first five commission- 
ers shall be for 
twenty,' 
sixteen, 
twelve, eight, and four years, respec- 
tively; that the commissioner whose 
term shall expire at the end of the 
first four years shall preside for said 
four years, and that so, consecutively, 
the commissioner whose term next ex- 
pires shall become the presiding com- 
missioner. 


Sec. 2. That It shall be the duty 


of said commission' to Investigate all 
questions of federal taxation 
affect- 


Ing imports and foreign trade, and 
annually making a report to the pres- 
ident of the United States, or or he- 
fore the first day of November, with 
such recommendations of changes .In 
import duties as It may deem proper 
and wise. 


Sec. 3. That when salir commission, 
.by the affirmative vote of four of its 
members, shall recommend to 
the 
president of the United States that 
any part or the whole of any tax upon 
Imports which may have been Impos- 
ed by the congress of the United 
States be suspended, then the presi- 
dent of the United States shall have 
power, if he approve of such recom- 
mendations, to suspend by his pro- 
clamation such part or whole of any 
tax or Imports so recommended for 
such time and to such an extent as 
to him may seem proper and wise: 
Provided, however. 
That such sus- 


pension shall not take effect within 
one year after the date of' the pro- 
clamation.

Sec. 4. That It s'hall he the duty 


of said commission to investigate all 
questions involving the extension of 
the trade of the United States with 
foreign countries and their colonies, 
and, as it may deem proper and wise, 
to enter into negotiations with the 
governments of foreign countries and 
their colonies or any of them, with the 
•view or arranging reciprocal and equi- 
valent concessions In favor of the pro- 
ducts, manufactures, and commerce of 
the United States. 


Sec. 5. That when said commission 
shall report to'the president of the 
United States a reciprocal commer- 
cial agreement with any foreign coun- 
try or colony, recommending by the 
affirmative vote of four of Its mem- 
bers that the same Is favorable to

Foreign Law In Domestic Contracts 


Though contracts are made every 


day between citizens or subjects of 
different states, and questions under 
them are constantly arising, tho law 
that Is to govern the determination of 
their validity Is not yet well settled; 
In fact, the decisions arc hopelessly 
at variance. 
In recent years there 


have been frequent Intimations in tho 
cases that the law which should gov- 
ern is the law that the parties Intend- 
ed. 
In the latest case Involving the 


question, reported by the 
Harvard 


Law Review, and English court has 
squarely affirmed this view. The plain- 
tiff. who lived In tho island of Jer- 
sey, made there a contract of Insur- 
ance with the resident agent of tho 
Sun Flro Office, of London.
